Conditions,  in  respect  of  the  above,  xeiTiained  much  the 
same  as  those  referred  to  in  the  previous  report,  with  one 
exception. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  1943  ^ sport  that  consideration 
vjas  being  given  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  sludge  drying  beds, 
at  the  Corsham  Se?;age  Disposal  Works,  to  facilitate  drying  of 
the  sludge,  and  so  a.llow  the  Dortmund  tanks  to  be"de*"Sludged" 
more  frequently.  Six  beds  were  reconstructed  during  the  year 
and  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  Colerno  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  property  cf  the 
Air  Ministry,  are  maintained  and  managed  by  the  Council.  They 
receive  sewage  from  the  loca2  R»A.F.  Station  and  also  h 
quantity  of  sewage  from  Colerne  village.  These  works  have, 
a.s  in  the  previous  year,  been  a difficult  problem.  The 
construction  of  the  irrigation  channels  to  relieve  the  quantity 
Of  sewage  to  be  treated  by  the  works  added  a-  further  burden 
to  the  labour  problem,  and  it  Ims  been  impossible  to  maintain 
the  channels  adequately. 

During  the  year  under  revie?/  several  combined  sewage  and 
surface  water  ditches  were  cleaned,  usuall.y  in  co-operation 
with  the  Highway  Department  of  the  Wilts  County  Council, 

RIVERS  AI'ID  STREAMS , 

During  I9fl4  a considerable ■ improvement  f/as  effected  in 
the  streams  receiving  effluents  from  the  Corsham  and  M.A.F,, 
Sewage  Works,  and  the  Town  Council's  patterdown  Sewage  Viforks. 
Unfortunately  no  remedy  is  yet  available  for  the  general 
condition,  of  the  River  Avon, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSIRC, 

This  essential  service  of  Puolic  Health  administration 
is  undertaken  by  one  Contractor, 

The  household  refuse  is  collected  in  a properly  designed^ 
scavenging  vehicle  a,na  periodscf  collection  vary  according  to  the 
urban  or  rural  chara.cter  of  the  parish,  hence  collections  are 
made  at  weekly,  fortnightly,  monthly  or  quarterly  interva,ls  , 

The  refuse  is  collected  from  all  the  parishes  in  the 
district,  twenty -four  in  number. 

Old  quarries,  disused  pits  and  the  like  are  used  for  the 
deposition  of  refuse.  Tips  are  supervised  and  covered  with  soil 
periodically,  while  the  acquisition  of  o^ny  nev/  tips,  when  they 
can  be  found,  s.ffords  an  opportunity  for  a rrethod  of  controlled 
tipping  to  be  introduced. 
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RfiT  AITD  MICE  (PESTRUCTIOH  ) ACTS. 

The  sundry  refuse  tips  in  this  district  have  b-^en  baited 
v/ith  8-  proprietary  rat  poison  by  the  Council’s  employees. 

In  addition  the  Council  engage  the  services  of  a 
professional  Rodent  Operator  and  the  tips  receive  his  attention 
twice  annually.  His  services  are  very  valuable  as  it  ensures 
that  the  tips  are  kept  reasonably  free  from  vermin. 

On-  October  10th,  1944>  Mr,  Edgar  Kail  was  appointed  as 
full-time  Rodent  Operator  to  the  Council  to  make  a.  complete 
survey  of  all  domestic  buildings  in  the  Rural  District  and  to 
make  arrangements  to  treat  all  dnfested  premises, 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  ^ 

No  complaints  have  been  received , concerning  offensive 
trades.  All  fish  frying  premises  in  the  district  have  been 
kept  in  a satisfactory  condition,
